PRING can now be said to 

‘ have officially arrived, for the 
circus has begun its.long sea- 
sonal trek around the country. 
Again America sees the familiar 
sizn: “Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum and Bailey’s Combined 
Shows.” This colossal monicker 
has been around for a long time 

-sc long, in fact, that there 4re no 

Barnums nor Baileys, and only 
one Ringling still active in the 
management of the circus. 

That one Ringling, however. 
supplies all of the authenticity 

“necessary. Mrs. Charles Ringling 
has: carried on the traditions of 
her husband and today she has 
brought the big show to a degree 
of efficiency and prosperity never 
before attained. 

It would be a natural thing tc 
expect the woman manager of a 
circus to be somewhat along the 
Amazon line but actually Mrs 
Ringling is a delightfully cul- 
tured and feminine being. Now 
in her sixty-fourth year, she is vi- 
tal and thoroughly modern. de 
white hair is immaculately coifed 
and her elothes reflect the bast 
designers. 


She is the daughter-of a Min- 
nesota Methodist parson, but 
that didn’t keep her. from marry- 
ing Charles Ringling in 1888, the 
first year his circus took to the 
railroad instead of the old war- 
ons. In-those days most circuses 
had a motley horde of camp fol- 
lowers. who gypped the custom- 


ers out of every cent they could. . 


The Ringlings would have none 
of this. and their show came to 
be dubbed “the Sunday School 
Circus.” Nevertheless, the cus- 
tomers came to know that this 
was one circus they could attend 
without fear of being fleeced. and 
the reswit was that the Ringlings 
made money.

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It Behooves Prospective Bride 
To Learn How Best to Bake Pie 


By JUDITH WILSON 
$s ND OUT what your hus- 

band likes and how he likes 
it—and learn to prepare it to 
perfection.” This is the wisest 
advice that can be given to the 
young bride. Learn to cook 
juicy steaks, roasts and a good 
stew. Learn to cook vegetables 
so they are colorful and tasty; 
and learn to bake pie. 


Other desserts may be accept- 
able at times, but every bride 
who hopes to hold her man 
should know how to bake a per- 
fect pie—crust flaky and crisp 
and filling luscious and just 
right, whether it is made of 
fruit, berries, or a rich creamy 
mixture of eggs and chocolate 
or lemon. 

Practice the art of pie making 
often between now and your 
wedding day, and try some of 
these old favorites made by new 
methods. 


Apple-Lemon Pie 


Line a pie plate with a rich 
pastry and brush with the un- 
beaten white of an geg. Mix five 
cups of sliced, pared apples with 
two cups sugar, one cup cracker 
crumbs, one-third cup lemon 
juice and one-eighth teaspoon 
salt. Beat an egg and add one- 
half cup water. Mix with the 
apples and turn into the pie 
plate. Dot with butter, sprinkle 
with a teaspoon of grated Jemon 
rind and put on a top crust. 
Bake for ten minutes in a very 
hot oven, then reduce the heat 
and continue baking until the 
apples are tender. Serve warm 
with this sauce: 


Rum Sauce 

Beat two egg yolks, add one 
cup confectioner’s sugar, one cup 
whipped cream and a tablespoon 
rum or rum flavoring. 

Chocolate Meringue Pie 

Add three squares of unsweet- 
ened chocolate to two and ‘one- 
half cups of milk in a doube 
boiler. When the chocolate is 
melted, beat with a rotary egg 
beater until blended. Combine 
one-half cup cake flour with one 
cup sugar, one-half teaspoon salt. 
and add gradually to the hot 
mixture. Cook slowly until thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. and 
then cook ten minutes longer. 
Pour a small amount of the mix- 
ture over two slightly beaten eer 
yolks, stirring vigorously. Re- 
turn to the double boiler and 
cook two minutes longer. Re- 
move from the heat and add two 
tablespoons butter and two tea- 
spoons vanilla. Cool. Turn into 
a ready baked pie shell. 

Heap lightly with whipped 
cream or with a meringue. 
Makek a meringue by adding 
four tablespoons sugar to the 
slightly beaten whites of two 
exes. Beat until the mixture will 
stana in peaks. Pile lightly over 
the chocolate filling. Bake in a 
moderate oven fifteen minutes c1 
until delicately browned,

salt. Cut in two-thirds cup cold 
shortening until the pieces are 


about the size of small peas. Add 
about one-third cup water, a 
small amount at a time, mixing 
lightly with a fork. Handle as 
little as possible. Wrap in a 
waxed paper and chill thorough- 
ly. Roll out on a slightly floured 
board. Bake in a hot oven. This 
makes enough pastry for one 9- 
inch pie or fifteen tart shells. 


To make a pie shell, “use half of 
the recipe. Line a 9-inch pan 
with the pastry, fold the edges 
back to form a standing rim and 
flute with the fingers. Set an- 
other pie pan inside the first 
and put into a hot oven for ten 
minutes. Remove the extra plate 
and bake five minutes longer or 
until the shell is brownwed.

QUESTION: “I am planning to 
get married early in June and 
am confronted with a few prob- 
lems. First, 1 am getting married 
at a nuptial mass at about tne

ent. Now the question is, what 
to wear. I had in mind a gray 
afternoon “dressy” dress for my- 
self and a navy or light blue tor 
my maid of honor. What do you 
think of Fhese two colors. 1 also 
need help on the kind of flowers 
to carry. What would my maid 
of honor carry?—M.N.” 


ANSWER: If you decide on 
wearing gray with a hat to 
match, light blue for the maid 
of honor, also with a matching 
hat, would be a more effective 
color contrast than gray and 
navy blue. The flowers for a bride 
being married for the first time 
should be white, either roses. 
lilies-of-the-valley, orange blos- 
soms. When a bride is being 
married in afternoon clothes in- 
stead of conventional  bridai 
white, a corsage is a_ better 
choice than a bouquet. The maid 
of honor’s corsage should differ 
perhaps be a little smaller. and 
made up of pink roses and the 
white of lilies-of-the-valley or 
some other small white flower 
peeping through. In any case. 
consult the florist. There are 
tashions in flcwers that he will 
know about. The dresses should 
be of durable cloth. The prac- 
tical bride will buy for the wed- 
ding, but will also consider fu- 
ture wear.

The effect of bribing is to 
make a child so selfish ‘hat he is 
unwilling to do anything for any- 
one unless he can get something 
out of it for himself.
